Economics has proven to be the 
most influential factor in determining 
the outcome of presidential elections 
in the twentieth century, 
even though the president 
is very limited in his abili- 
ty to drive the economy. 

David Carlile, a political 
science major who has 
studied economics and 
economic effects on elec- 
tions, said when the econ- 
omy was good the incum- 
bent has almost always 
been re-elected. But when 
the economy isn’t doing 
so hot, the challenger 
wins. 

Carlile said when the 
Great Depression hit, 
Hoover lost to Roosevelt. 
When interest rates hit 19 
percent plus in 1979, 
Carter was routed by Reagan. And 
during the last election, when the 
economy was not what many 
Americans thought it should be, Bush 
— who was hailed as a hero by many 
due to the Gulf War — lost’ out to 
Clinton. 

Michael Kinsley, a reporter with 
Time magazine, said the Clinton cam- 
paign is stressing that the economy is 
doing just fine. Kinsley said growth is 
steady, unemployment and inflation 
are low and the deficit is down. These 
circumstances will make it very diffi- 
cult for Dole to win the election. 

Kinsley said the Republicans ‘are 
trying to point out the economy isn’t 
all that hot and that Alan Greenspan, 
chair of the Federal Reserve Board, 
deserves the credit for any economic 
growth. ~ , 

John F. Dickerson, another Time 
reporter, said the Dole campaign is 
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making many specific economic 
promises which may be difficult to 
keep. Dole’s plan includes a promise 
to find $217 billion to cover his pro- 
posed tax cuts. Many government 
programs will be cut back under the 
Dole plan, those being 
considered include 
National Parks, Border 
Patrol, NASA, the FBI and 
education, Dickerson said. 

Areas which will 
not be affected by Dole’s 
plan- include Social 
Security, defense, 
Medicare, Medicaid, veter- 
an’s benefits and Energy 
Department research. 

Carlile said Dole is 
also stressing welfare sys- 
tem reforms and major 
IRS reforms, if not a com- 
plete dissolution of the 
IRS. Carlile said Clinton 
has never made any hard- 
line economy-changing 
proposals, keeping with the idea that 
“Tf it ain’t broke, don’t fix it.” 

Byron W. Daynes, professor of 
political science at BYU, said 
Clinton’s main focus is balancing the 
budget while continuing to spend 
money on education and environmen- 
tal issues. 

Educational cuts promised by Dole 
would affect many college scholar- 
ships and grants, Daynes said. 

Daynes said Clinton’s stance on the 
IRS is unclear, but doing away with it 
has not been mentioned. 

Concerning tax cut promises, 
Daynes said Clinton is promising 
relief for the middle class as opposed 
to Dole’s proposed 15 percent across 
the board tax cut. 

Carlile said if history is true to its 
word, there will be no great surprises 
in November, but then again, that’s 
why there are elections.

Officially, the research is being conducted by 
the National Institute for Discovery Science, 
which Bigelow formed last October. Among the 
scientists involved is John B. Alexander, former 
director of non-lethal weapons testing at Los 
Alamos National Laboratories in New Mexico. 

“Our approach is to do good, high-quality 
research using a standard scientific approach 


he can no longer discuss the activity because of 
a non-disclosure agreement Bigelow had him 
sign. 

Alexander said results of the study would be 
published in scientific journals and on the insti- 
tute’s Web page. Other research documents and 
information about the institute is available on 
the Internet at (http://www.accessnv.com/nids). 

The secretive behavior concerns other UFO 
researchers, including Ryan Layton of Utah and 
Chris O’Brien of Crestone, Colo. Both visited 


the ranch in July before Bigelow became 
involved. 

“Tt’s the most impressive case I’ve ever per- 
sonally investigated,” said O’Brien, author of 
“The Mysterious Valley” about UFOs in 
Colorado’s San Luis Valley. “It should be pub- 
lic knowledge, and the public should be allowed 
some sort of involvement in any investigation.” 

Roosevelt, Utah, veterinarian Dan Dennis said 
Bigelow met with him Oct. 15 to ask for his 
assistance in performing necropsies on any ani- 
mals whose deaths or mutilations might be tied 
to UFO or paranormal phenomena. 

Such cattle mutilations have been. the stuff of 
folklore and stories in the area for decades. 

Dennis said Bigelow plans to write area ranch- 
ers requesting that they notify him of any unusu- 
al animal deaths or mutilations. 

The whole ordeal has been difficult for the 
Shermans, who say they lost money on the sale. 
Sherman said he was offered more money by a 
Colorado family and a local hunting club but did 
not want to put anyone at risk. 

“It’s just been a bad deal all the way around,” 
Terry Sherman said. “All that’s really redeem- 
ing is that you have some knowledge that a lot 
of people don’t have, for what it’s worth.” 


Wildfires 
still raging 
through 
California

MALIBU, Calif. — Lowering 
winds and rising humidity gave 
firefighters a boost Wednesday in 
the battle against Southern 
California wildfires that have 
destroyed more than 100 homes 
and charred 37,000 acres of brush 
and forest. 

Six firefighters were badly 
burned Tuesday when a flare-up 
caught them on their stalled truck 
in a Malibu canyon. One firefight- 
er was in critical condition 
Wednesday with burns over 70 


percent of his body, and doctors 
said he might not survive. A civil- 
ian burned Monday also was in 
critical condition. 

The wildfires exploded across 
four counties Monday as flames 
were driven by helter-skelter Santa 
Ana winds gusting as high as 71 
mph. Thousands of people were 
forced to flee homes, schools and 
businesses. 

Forecasters predicted sustained 
winds of just 15 to 25 mph on 
Wednesday, which aided in con= 
trolling areas of the fire. Stronger 
winds could return this weekend, 
however, forecasters said 

Gov. Pete Wilson decla5 ma state 
of emergency in San’ Diego; 
Orange and Los Angeles countiés: 
There also was damage in Sian 
Bernardino County. Wilson asked 
President Clinton for a federal dec- 
laration to enable victims to quali- 
fy for disaster aid. 

The town hardest hit was 
Carlsbad, in northern San Diego 
County, where an 8,600-acre blaze 
destroyed at least 98 houses. 

That fire was 68 percent sur- 
rounded Wednesday at dawn with 
full containment expected by 6 
p.m. that evening, said Carol Stein, 
spokeswoman for the California 
Department of Forestry. 

“The winds aren’t a serious prob- 
lem today,” Stein said Wednesday. 

In Malibu, the winds died sub- 
stantially early Wednesday and 
ocean air moved in, raising humid- 
ity to 48 percent. On Monday, the 
humidity was just 5 percent.

LONDON — British scientists say they’ve found a chemical signature of 
s;mad cow disease in the brains of people with a human brain-wasting illness, 
adding to evidence that the people got sick from eating contaminated beef. 
An American scientist familiar with the study said the findings provide “a 
.very strong suggestion” that the disease that wrecked the British beef industry 
«had jumped to humans. 
Professor John Collinge of London’s Imperial College School of Medicine, 


‘| who led the study, acknowledged Tuesday that the discovery is not conclusive 
is proof that the diseases are linked. 


He said it boosts the theory that mad cow disease, formally called bovine 


' spongiform encephalopathy, was transmitted to people to become a new variant 


‘+ of the human Creutzfeldt-Jakob disease, called CJD. 


Europe’s beef industry was thrown into turmoil when the British government 
« announced in March that eating beef contaminated with mad cow disease was 
* the “most likely” cause of a new strain of CJD in humans which has killed 12 
young Britons.

Venezuelan guards start jail fire, killing 25 


CARACAS, Venezuela — A fire that killed 25 inmates began after National 
Guardsmen fired incendiary devices into a crowded jail cell, said Venezuela’s 
prison chief. 

Flames that roared through the holding cell at La Planta jail early Tuesday 
caused one of the worst tragedies in a prison system that human rights groups 
have severely criticized. : @ 

After the fire, the cell was as black as a coal mine. Piled on top of one anoth- 
er were. the bodies; some of them embracing. Most of their hair and clothes 
were burned off, their tongues protruding, their eyes opened wide in terror. 

Jose Alberto Mejias, 31, was one of five inmates from the cell who managed 
to flee. He said guards locked them in the cell after 6 a.m. roll call and fired 
tear gas canisters at them. 

“I stayed calm...I climbed up a wall and crawled into a hole and passed 
through to another cell...the other guys couldn’t get out,” he said. 

Mejias denied initial reports from authorities that prisoners had rioted and 
guards fired the tear gas canisters to restore order.

Mario B. Carrillo is charged with a single count of first-degree murder in a 
complaint filed Tuesday in 6th District Court. A clerk said Carrillo posted 
$50,000 bail and has been released from jail.

PHILADELPHIA — An activist 
whose protests for world peace were a 
fixture at the University of 
Pennsylvania committed suicide on 
campus by setting herself on fire in a 
final attempt to draw supporters to her 
cause. 

Kathy Change, 46, doused herself 
with gasoline Tuesday morning and 
ignited it, sending flames 10 feet high 
as about 50 people watched at the Ivy 
League school, authorities said. 

A university police officer, rushing 
to check out the fire, threw his jacket 
over Change and rolled her on the 
ground to smother the flames. She 
was pronounced dead at a local hospi- 
tal 25 minutes later. 

Police said they found suicide notes 
in a push cart about 15 feet from 
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Peace activist sets herself on fire, dies 


where Change killed herself. 

Change had delivered packages of 
her writings to six students and two 
local residents about 2 1/2 hours 
before killing herself, the campus 
newspaper, The Daily Pennsylvanian, 
reported. 

“My real intention is to spark a dis- 
cussion of how we can peacefully 
transform our world,” Change wrote 


in a three-page statement dated Oct. 7 
that was included in the package, the 
newspaper reported. “I offer myself as 
an alarm against Armageddon and a 
torch for liberty.” 

In one of her writings, Change 
wrote that she hoped her suicide 
would help to promote her ideas. 

“T want to give my message as much 
impact as possible,” she wrote.

Federal deficit discussed 


Dear Editor, 


Recently, I have been concerned about an 
issue that is often misunderstood — the feder- 
al deficit. The deficit has been decreasing 
since 1993. It is important to understand what 
caused this decrease. Contrary to popular 
belief, the reduction of the deficit was not 
brought about by President Clinton’s “deficit- 
reduction” plan of 1993, a.k.a. the tax 
increase. 

The current president had nothing to do with 
the 1993 deficit reduction. He did not even 
sign the 1993 budget. President Bush did. 
From 1994-95, the deficit decreased because 
of favorable economic conditions and the end 
of the S&L bailout. The Republican Congress 
led by Sen. Bob Dole and Speaker Newt 
Gingrich can take credit for the deficit reduc- 
tion of 1996. They provided the necessary 
political pressure to force President Clinton to 
approve a smaller budget. Lower interest rates 
have also helped to lower the deficit by 
decreasing the cost of the federal debt (inter- 
est). 

In reality, President Clinton has done little to 
slow the growth of government. He vetoed 
two budgets that, in seven years, would bring 
the deficit to zero. He claimed that the 
Republican Congress was “cutting” spending. 
“Cut” in Washingtonspeak is a reduction in 
the originally proposed yearly increase. Every 
program that was being “cut” was actually 
receiving more money than the year before, 
just not as much as originally planned.

France offends Israel

On the face of it, it might look difficult to 
understand what it was that France and French 
President Jacques Chirac did to incur such 
wrath from the Israeli government ... as to be 
accused of pursuing policies that border on 
anti-Semitism. ... But given Israel’s record of

-that challenges its intransigent approach to the 


conflict in the Middle East, the antagonistic

There is nothing in the French position that 
reflects any deviation from the international 
law and legitimacy to which Israel said it was 
committed when it entered into peace talks 
with the Arabs. ... But neither France nor 
Europe will give in to attempts by Israel to 


programs with additional spending, despite his 
“we're going to cut spending and reduce the 
deficit” rhetoric. On his whistlestop tour on 
the way to the Democratic National 
Convention alone, he proposed $8.15 billion 
of government spending for new programs. 

It is very important to bring the deficit down 
to zero and attempt to reduce the federal debt. 
Interest payments that must be made every 
year are a major outlay of the federal govern- 
ment. If steps are not taken now to control 
spending, the deficit will start to rise next year 
and will continue to increase through 2006. It 
will reach a level of $403 billion. The 
Republicans are dedicated to reducing the 
deficit and the role the federal government 
plays in our lives. The federal government 
spends too much of our money. When asked 
how we can afford tax cuts, we should answer, 
“How can we pay for tax increases?” 

It is our money that the government is 
spending. If we run up a huge debt and spend 
more money than we have, we can be hauled 
to court. On November 5, the U.S. 
Government is going to court. We are the 
judges. Sen. Dole was correct when he said, 
“We didn’t dig ourselves into a $5 trillion debt 
because the American people are undertaxed. 
We got that $5 trillion debt because govern- 
ment overspends.” Are wé going to ignore the 
profligate spending of the government or are 
we going to pressure the government until it 
learns to live within its means? It’s up to us.

Y professor wins 
publication prize

Several of Utah Valley's starving 
artists got a heaping mouthful at the 
Governor's Mansion this weekend 
where the Utah Arts Council held the 
awards ceremony for hs Original 
Writing Competition. 

The Utah Art Council's Annual 
Original Writing competition is 
designed to recognize and "promote 
the careers of Utah writers," accord- 
ing to the council's literature coordi- 
nator Guy Lebeda. Everything from 
novels to poetry is accepted and win- 
ners receive cash prizes. 

Darrell Spencer is this year's recipi- 
ent of the $5,000 Publication Prize for 
his novel, “Strange Fish.” 

Spencer doesn't exactly fit the starv- 
ing stereotype. He has served on the 
English faculty at BYU for almost ten 
years and has already had some suc- 
cess publishing a short stories collec- 
tion. 

“Strange Fish“ is the first novel 
Spencer has submitted for publica- 
tion. The story takes place in Nevada, 
Spencer’s homeland. Spencer is 
intrigued by the west and the kind of 
people that live here. 

Sara McAulay, a judge for the com- 
petition commended Spencer’s work 
as honest and showing a generosity of 
spirit.

The lack of water has affected the 
region’s innovations in irrigation and 
farming, law making and social pat- 
terns. 

“Between the dryness and peculiari- 
ty of the Mormon lifestyle, the region 
made its own culture,” Blake said.

Native Utahn to manage

SALT LAKE CITY — The Bureau 
of Land Management has appointed 
Utah native Jerry Meredith as man- 
ager of the new Grand Staircase- 
Escalante National Monument. 

Meredith has been manager of the 
BLM’s Cedar City district office for 
the past 21 months. 

Effective immediately, he will be 
responsible for daily management 
of the 1.7 million-acre monument 
that President Clinton established 
last month in southern Utah. It is 
the first national monument admin- 
istered by the BLM. 

“Jerry has his work cut out for 
him,” BLM state director Bill Lamb 
said Tuesday in announcing the 
appointment. 

. The creation of the monument was 
opposed by state and local officials. 

Mark Walsh of the’. Utah 
Association of Counties said, “I’d 
like to.see Jerry go back and take a 
more public approach to doing busi- 
ness, instead of the sneaky way they 
(BLM) have mastered in this 
administration. ... It’s about time 
they put somebody in there who 
knows what’s going on around 
here.” 

“People have worked with 
(Meredith) and are comfortable he 
will be fair to deal with,” said Vicki 
Varela, spokeswoman for Gov. 
Mike Leavitt. “Because he knows 
this area and has working relation- 
ships with people, it will enable 
everybody to get focused on the 
work taat needs to be done more 
quickly.” 

Since Clinton’s creation of the 
monument, Meredith has been 
involved in BLM efforts to develop 
an administrative structure to oper- 
ate the monument and to manage its 
natural resources.

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Cargo plane 
crashes, killing 
30 in Ecuador

MANTA, Ecuador — A cargo plane 
burst into flames shortly after takeoff, 
lost altitude and slammed into a 
church bell tower, raining fiery debris 
on dozens of homes in this Pacific 
port city. At least 30 people died and 
80 were injured, officials said 
Wednesday. 

The Boeing 707 bound for Miami 
with a cargo of frozen fish hit the bell 
tower of La Dolorosa the 
“Grieving Virgin” — Roman Catholic 
Church in Manta on Tuesday night. 

“The plane could not pick up alti- 
tude and plunged to the ground 
wrapped in flames, like a ball of fire,” 
said Jose Quintana, a street vendor 
who. witnessed the crash in this city 
160.miles southwest of the capital, 
Quito. 

All three crew members, an 
American and two Colombians, were 
killed, as well as the church priest. 
The-American crew member’s name 
" was not made public. 

Initial reports said the aircraft 
belonged to. a U.S. company, but that 
could not immediately be confirmed. 

National Health Director Mario 
Paredes said at least 30 people died in 
the crash and 80 more people were 
injured, most with burns. 

Bernardo Caicedo, a laborer who 
lives eight blocks from the point of 
impact, rushed into the street after the 
crash. 

“It was a hell. The sky was red ... 
horrible. Explosions were going off 
everywhere. It was tanks of cooking 
gas that were blowing up one after the 
other,’ Caicedo said. 

Firefighters and civil defense work- 
ers dug through the rubble of 
destroyed homes searching for sur- 
vivors, but Dumas Farid, a doctor at 
Manta hospital, said there was little 
hope of finding anyone alive. 

Maj. Jose Parraga of the Manta fire 
department estimated the death toll 
could reach 40 once the rubble was 
cleared away. 

Mechanic Vicente Abad, whose 
garage was destroyed in the crash, 
said, “The barrio looks as if it has 
been bombed. Everything is in ruins.”
